ship which he desertbed as merely 
forerunners of greater ships in the 
future, will be equipped with two 
berth cabins, lounge two promenade 
decks, smoke rooms, dining saloons 
to seat fifty person shower baths 
and adequate heating, cooking and 
ventilating arrangements 

The time which will be saved to 
travellers from England to vartous 
parts of the Impire was estimated 
by Major Seott as follows: Eeypt, 
St, days; South Africa, 13814 days; 
India, 10° day Australla, 17 days; 
Canada, three ta four days, 

Major Scott suggested that the 


value to Empire relations could 
hardly be est ed. Such meetings 
as the Imperial Conference coulq be 
held more trequently without keep 
ing the Premiers of the various 
Dominions too long absent from their 
seats of government. 

Major Scott stressed the faet that 
travel would be safe and comfort- 
able. There would be no such thing 
as alr sickness, he said. The hew 
eraft would operate practically with 
out rolling or pitehing. With meteor 
ologieal obseravtiong as taken today 
acute weather conditions could be 
avoided. New types of Deisel = en- 
zines, burning a heavier newly per- 
fected fuel would eliminate most of 
the danger from fire, the cause of 
most past accidents {in which fire 
had played a part
